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FOREWORD 


The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  publish  the  appropriations  as  en- 
acted by  the  Thirty-Ninth  Legislative  Assembly  and  to  compare  these 
appropriations  with  the  Governor's  Budget.  It  is  often  difficult 
to  accurately  compare  the  appropriations  of  a  Legislative  Session 
with  the  Executive  Budget  because  certain  funds  do  not  require  ap- 
propriations .  For  example,  monies  expended  from  the  Agency  Fund, 
the  Federal  &  Private  Grant  Clearance  Fund  or  trust  income  monies 
need  not  be  appropriated.  Yet  the  expenditure  of  this  money  is  im- 
portant in  measuring  the  total  cost  and  effectiveness  of  the  opera- 
tion of  state  government. 

This  report  is  divided  into  three  sections .  The  first  section 
illustrates  appropriations  from  all  funds  and  their  sources .  It 
compares  the  appropriations  for  the  1965-67  biennium  with  the  Gov- 
ernor's Budget  and  with  the  appropriations  for  the  previous  bien- 
nium. The  amounts  listed  in  the  column  "Other  Funds  or  Sources" 
are  those  budgeted  expenditures  which  were  not  appropriated  as  spe- 
cific dollar  items,  or  which  do  not  require  appropriation,  but  are 
estimated  to  be  available  to  an  agency  in  addition  to  the  specific 
appropriations.  Such  items  would  include  inventory  adjustments, 
sales  and  service  income  from  educational  departments  and  grants, 
gifts  and  endowments .  It  also  includes  benefit  payments  from  the 
Agency  Fund"  made  by  such  agencies  as  the  Industrial  Accident  Board 
or  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  that  need  not  be  appro- 
priated . 

Unexpended  balances  are  set  out  in  both  sections  one  and  two.  This 
is  the  re  -  appropriation  of  money  to  be  used  during  the  1965-67 
biennium  which  was  originally  appropriated  for  the  1963-65  biennium. 
In  other  words,  in  certain  agencies  where  it  appeared  that  the  ap- 
propriations approved  by  the  previous  Legislature  would  not  be  ex- 
pended during  the  current  biennium,  the  appropriations  for  the  1965- 
67  biennium  were  reduced  by  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  estimated 
that  would  not  be  expended  in  the  1963-65  biennium.  The  effect  of 
this  action  alters  the  total  appropriations  as  enacted  for  the  1963- 
65  biennium.  Any  appropriation  which  is  not  expended  during  the 
1963-65  biennium  and  carries  forward  into  the  1965-67  biennium  will 


lower  the  appropriations  for  the  1963-65  biennium.  Should  an  agency 
be  placed  in  a  position  where  it  cannot  carry  an  appropriation  for- 
ward, that  agency's  appropriation  will  be  short  equal  to  the  amount 
which  is  not  carried  forward.  The  practice  in  the  past  has  been  to 
require  that  appropriations  not  expended  at  the  end  of  a  biennium 
revert  to  the  fund  from  which  the  appropriation  originated.  This 
practice  was  also  followed  by  this  Legislature,  with  the  exception 
of  these  specific  agencies. 

Section  two  of  this  report  pertains  to  the  State's  General  Fund. 
This  section  sets  forth  the  estimated  revenue,  by  source,  to  this 
fund  and  the  appropriations  therefrom,  as  well  as  a  projected  state- 
ment of  condition  for  each  fiscal  year  of  the  forthcoming  biennium. 
In  addition  you  will  find  a  comparison  of  General  Fund  appropria- 
tions for  the  1965-67  biennium  with  the  1963-65  biennium  and  the 
Governor's  recommendations. 

The  Montana  University  System  fee  collections  have,  in  the  past, 
been  deposited  to  and  appropriated  from  the  General  Fund.  The 
Thirty-Ninth  Legislative  Assembly  directed  these  fees  be  channeled 
through  the  Earmarked  Revenue  Fund.  For  this  reason,  these  fees 
have  not  been  included  either  in  the  General  Fund  Revenue  or  Appro- 
priations in  this  report.  It  should  also  be  pointed  out  that  it- 
the  student  fee  collections  fall  below  the  amounts  appropriated 
from  the  Earmarked  Revenue  Fund,  any  shortages  will  be  compensated 
from  the  General  Fund . 

The  Building  Program  is  set  out  in  section  three.  This  section 
lists  those  buildings  authorized  by  agency,  individual  projects 
within  each  agency  and  the  appropriations  for  these  projects.  In- 
cluded also  is  a  comparison  of  the  Governor's  Long  -  Range  Building 
Program  with  that  of  the  Legislature's. 

The  staff  of  this  office  will  be  more  than  happy  to  answer  any 
questions  which  might  arise  concerning  the  material  covered  in  this 
report .

(31)  Long-Range  Building  Account,  Bond  Proceeds  and  Insurance 
Clearance  Fund.  The  proceeds  of  bonds  sold  under  the 
provisions  of  Senate  Substitute  for  House  Bill  #512  will 
be  deposited  in  this  account  .  The  interest  and  principal 
of  the  bonds  sold  under  this  act  will  be  repaid  by  ear- 
marking 5%  of  the  collections  from  the  individual  income 
tax  and  the  corporation  license  tax.  The  39th  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  authorized  the  construction  of  projects 
costing  $11,093,277  from  this  account;  however,  only 
$8,639,817  was  appropriated  to  pay  for  these  projects. 
The  general  language  of  long-range  construction  program 
appropriation  bills  (HE  #535  and  #536)  also  appropriates 
all  monies  from  federal,  private  or  other  sources  which 
may  become  available  to  finance  these  projects.  If,  how- 
ever, these  other  sources  do  not  provide  sufficient  money 
to  raise  the  $8,639,817  to  the  total  authorized  amount, 
projects  for  which  financing  is  not  available  cannot  be 
constructed . 


(33)  Fish  &  Game  Commission  includes  the  State  Parks  Division. 
The  State  Parks  Division,  which  is  presently  under  the 
statutory  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Highway  Commission, 
will  be  transferred  to  the  Fish  &  Game  Commission  effec- 
tive July  1,  1965  . 

(34)  Includes  projects  of  various  locations  throughout  the 
State. 

(35)  House  Bill  #537  authorized  the  Fish  &  Game  Commission, 
State  Parks  Division, to  construct  certain  projects  cost- 
ing $194,500.
